Two Hallmark Hall of Fame 
productions that Missouri tried to 
recruit have gone elsewhere. Plain- 
song located in Salt Lake City. Jan 
Parkinson of Hallmark, and a Mis- 
souri Film Commission board mem- 
ber, explained that a television series 
had just cancelled production in Salt 
Lake, leaving the production crew 
intact and available, so the production 
had to import virtually no crew from 
LA. They also liked the mountains in 
the background of the location, since 
the story was originally set in Colo- 
rado. The other production, Back 
When We Were Grownups, was set in 
a rowhouse in Baltimore. We scouted 
St. Louis extensively for it, and Jan 
thought the city had the right look, 
but the production went to Los 
Angeles. Apparently crew again was 
a prime factor, with everyone in LA 
working as locals. 


A location manager for a major 
studio has been scouting western 
Missouri for the last two weeks, 
looking for a small town location. 
The requirements: a small town, with 
at least a two block-long downtown, 
and a bank building, with a vault, that

is no longer being used as a bank. The 
production would have to take over 
the building for about a month, so it 
wouldn’t be feasible to expect an 
existing bank to relocate temporarily. 
The location manager is also ventur- 
ing into Nebraska, Kansas and Iowa to 
search for the location. Production 
would begin early next year. 


The production of Mil Mascaras 
vs. the Aztec Mummy, which was to 
begin principal photography in 
Jefferson City on Aug. 18, has been 
postponed indefinitely. 


Commercials for Monsanto 
Yield Guard, Lennox Heating and 
Cooling, and Microsizer Toys were 
recently shot in St. Louis as well as 
a music video for the band Songs of 
Their Lives.
